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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Authorization for this examiner's 
amendment was given in a telephone interview with Laura Coruzzi on 1/20/99. 

The application has been amended as follows:

Claims 49 and 50 were cancelled. 

In claim 3^fat line 4, "both" was deleted, and --, E2A-- was inserted after "El"; and in line 5 

—gene— was inserted after "early". 
In claim 3l//m line 6, —gene-- was inserted after "early". 

In claim 3#', in each of lines 7-10, -gene- was inserted after "early"; in line 9, "El and" was 
deleted; and in line 10, "regions are" was replaced with -region is—. 

In claim 4^fline 5, the comma "," after "E2A" was replaced with - and-; in line 6, ", viral 

structural genes," was replaced with a semicolon --;— ; in line 9, "both" was deleted and — , 
E2A- was inserted after "El"; and in line 10, -gene- was inserted after "early". 

In claim 4^, line 7, -gene- was inserted after "early". 

In claim 48, line 3, "or" was replaced with -and-; in each of lines 2, 4 and 13, -gene- was 

inserted after "early"; in lines 2 and 4, "region" was replaced with -regions-; in line 10, 
the comma "," after "E2A" was replaced with - and-; in lines 10-11, "viral structural 
genes," was replaced with a semicolon -;-; and in line 13, "both" was deleted and --, 
E2A- was inserted after "El". 
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In claim 54, line 1, "adenovirus" was replaced with —adenoviral vector--. 

In claim 5?f, line 1, —39 or— was inserted before "48 u and ", 49, or 50" was deleted.
